1 WASimTOTOjt.Oct. 11.— Senator Squire, 
of Washington, Tuesday morning pro- 
posed another amendment to the silver 

bill under consideration In the senate. 
Like his other proposition it strikes 
nut all after the enacting clause and 

proposes an entirely new scheme. The 
new proposition It Intended to take the 
place of the former proposed by him, and 
is a compromise which embraces near- 
ly everything demanded by the differ- 
ent sides of the silver question. It does, 
however, moot with more approval 
from leading senators than anything 
that has yet been anggestsd. It is un- 
derstood that Senators Teller. Allison, 
Sherman and others have said that it is 
the best compromise that has been sug- 
gested. Senator Squire intends to ask 
that each proposition bo voted on sep- 
arately, so that if some of the proposi- 
tions arc not acceptable others will be. 

The following is the test of Senator 
Squire's new compromise: It provides 
that hereafter any owner of silver bul- 
lion, the product of mines or refineries 
located in the United States, may de- 
posit it at any mint of the United 
States to be formed into standard silver 
dollars of the present weight and fine- 
ness for his benefit, as hereinafter 
stated: but It shall be lawful to refuse 
any deposit of less value than S100 or 
any bullion so base as to be unsuitable 
for the operation of the mint It is 
provided, however, that there shall 
only be delivered or paid to the person 
depositing the silver bullion such 
number of standard silver doltats as 
shall equal the commercial value of 
the silver bullion on the day of de- 
determined

The Argentine and Chilian ministers 
have raised the cry: "America for the 
Americans," and assert flint this is Just 
the time when the Monroe doctrine 
should be unmistakably asserted.
